fairlv well-treated one subject, and evolved 
some valuable fact regarding one industrial 
branch, it would have had the commenda­ 
tion of the Legislature. As it is, it is no 
excuse to complain that the scheme of the 
Bureau is enormously vast and the labor 
prodigious. The history of such Bureaus 
elsewhere told us that long ago. Mr. Nimmo 
could have enlightened Mr. linos on that 
point, or indeed any well-posted newspaper 
man. As it Ls, the report before us is a 
mass of rubbish. In the name of common 
blushing it is to Vie hoped the Legislature 
will stay the hand of Air. Enos, to prevent 
him sending this claptrap volume to other 
States to be laughed at. 
Now we are very 
far from objecting to the Bureau itself. 
The scheme of it onn lie made of great 
usefulness to the people of the State.

Tlio < oiumisstnnc.r of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistic' lias filoil a bulky report, 
which amounts to just this—failure to 
fasten upon the eluding statistics he was 
sent for. 
Mr. Enos attributes his failure 
to the disinclination of County Assessors 
to furnish him facts in response to tabu­ 
lated Inquiries be made, anil lays it to their 
ineonii i tencv, stupidity and general cuss­ 
edness. 
This may appear to be severe 
upon the Assessors—but it is not. 
If any 
practical and impartial statistician will 
tHke up the table of questions Mr. Enos 
sent out, and examine them carefully and 
hold 
the 
Assessors 
blameworthy, the 
country will get down upon its knees and 
ask Mr. Enos’ pardon, and rise up and 
hang the Assessors. 
We assert, “ without fear of successful 
contradiction ”—as the term goes—that 
had any ordinary newspaper rejwrti r been 
set upon the scent of the same facts, and 
had lie adopted similar methods to those of 
M r. ( uaimissioner Enos, he would have 
been k> suddenly and permanently “raised” 
to a different plane of action by the su- 
pervi-lng journalistic authority that he 
would never have lieen able to return to a 
newspaper shop. Outside of a statement 
of the area, chief products and character 
of soil of several counties, the report 
amount' to very little. Every item of that 
important information is, however, just 
such as has lieen published over and again, 
and i- 
inpiled by enterprising provincial 
journals annually and immigration »ici- 
ties ott :icr.

They certainly do not 
compcn-ate the State of California for the 
five p i.'»- of free advertisement given to 
two ch. q> dining saloons in San Francisco. 
We really feel like entering a protest at 
the discrimination practiced in excluding 
the 1 .is of fare of our favorite chop- 
houses in Sacramento, which we fool cer­ 
tain i an outbid Mr. Enos’ chosen San 
Francis, <> eating-houses. 
There is a vast 
deal of matter elipjied and begged and 
quoted on a variety of subjects. 
But not 
one is dearly methodically or logically 
treated. There seems to have la-en no true 
conception on the part of the Commissioner 
of tin 
rudimentary methods of tracing 
causes to effects, or of securing desired 
¡statist i al information. 
The whole report 
is a miserable failure, where there should 
have been, and might have been, a fair 
success. 
The trouble lies in Mr. Enos’ dis­ 
position to scatter. 
lie has applied a sort 
of sho' j.un and random treatment to the 
important subject of labor statistii-s, and 
has attempted so much that be lias ac­ 
complished nothing. 
All the good the

The country should aid General Grant. 
Iiis splendid servicesaie not to be eclipsed 
by his misfortunes. 
Very rarely is a great 
warrior a good financier. 
We owe General 
Grant a debt the weakness of his old age 
cannot obliterate. 
But let us be honest 
with Vanderbilt.

repayment. 
N ext day Grant & Ward 
failed, and the $150,000 went, not to the 
aid of General Grant, hut was swallowed 
up in the rascally transactions of Ward, 
whose dupe the General was—no man 
doubting the honesty of the old hero, 
whose integrity is without a blot. 
The 
thing ran on for months, and clamorous 
creditors took steps to seize the General’s 
effects. 
To prevent this, and give time for 
redemption, and so [dace them that the 
General might not be stripped of them, 
Vanderbilt attached the goods. 
Then he 
turned about and threw oil' a cool $i >0,000 
of the debt, and there the matter stands. 
Had the money gone into General Grant’s 
pocket, Vanderbilt asserts that he would 
never have sued. 
But who sliail blame 
him for feeling sore at seeing his loan 
swooped down upon by the trick-raseal 
Ward? 
We mav have no admiration or 
special regard for Vanderbilt, but have we 
reason to hate him because he possessed 
the ability to aid General Grant, and did 
it without taking a single farthing of value 
as security, and because he now offers one- 
third of the whole sura as his contribution 
to lift the debt ? 
It is admitted that Van­ 
derbilt's suit was brought at the instance 
of General (¡rant’s friends, to keep less 
generous creditors from putting his house­ 
hold good.- under the hammer. 
Let the 
press which is so hot to denounce Vander­ 
bilt as a pound-of-flcsh money lender; he 
honest enough to look at the facts as they 
are, and without reproaches that can in no 
wise benefit the unfortunate old General, 
now descending the shadowy side of the 
hill.

THE RAILROAD REPORT. 


The Railroad Commissioners, in their 
report just filed, show some facts that con­ 
stitute their own 
commentary. 
They 
show that upon the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road the lowest rate of fare per mile for 
any distance (single fare), main line, is 
one and sixty-six and two-thirds hun­ 
dredths cents. 
Ferry (single fare), one 
and five hundredths cents. 
Ferry (com­ 
mutation), forty hundredths cents. 
Aver­ 
age rate of fare per mile (not including 
season tickets) received from local passen­ 
gers on roads operated by this company, 
two 
and 
sixty-five 
hundredths 
cents. 
Average rate of fare per mile received 
from local passengers on roads operated by 
this company, not including ferry or sea­ 
son tickets, three and forty-two hundredths 
cents. 
Average rate of fare per mile re­ 
ceived from passengers to and from other 
roads, two and twenty-eight hundredths 
cents. 
Vverage rate of fare per mile per 
season-ticket passengers, reckoning one 
round trip per day to each ticket, none. 
Average rate of fare per mile for all pas­ 
sengers. two and seventy-three hundredths 
cents. 
This is under what is known as the 
Humphrey’s schedule, 
establishing the 
máximums at four and six cents. 
The 
Commission point out that the operation 
of the schedule does by the differential 
rate—graduation of rates to service—sub­ 
stantially what is done by classification of 
roads in Missouri, Ohio, Stuth Carolina 
and Wisconsin, in all of which, bv legisla­ 
tion, rates range from three to four cents 
¡mt mile, and in neither of which are there 
any such constant factors of cost in con­ 
struction and operation as Mojave deserts 
or Nevada and Tehachapi mountains. 
The Commissioners add : 
" l ’pon this 
exhibit of diversified and average pas­ 
senger rates, reconsidered and tested by 
the conditions of service, it is now, as it 
was on the l'.Uh day of August, 1883, the 
deliberate judgement of this Commission 
that the máximums established conform to 
the right rule of decision, and arc just and 
reasonable."

Third-—Simplification and modification of 
customs regulations in Central and South 
American 
countries. 
Fourth—Increase 
and improvement of the Consular service. 
Fifth—Establishment of American mer­ 
cantile houses in Central and South Amer­ 
ica. 
Sixth—More intimate 
knowledge 
unmng American manufacturers of the 
wants of the people of Central and South 
America. Seventh—A system of banking 
connection and a common standard of 
value. Eighth—More liberal credits by our 
merchants. 
Ninth—The introduction of 
the bonded warehouse system in those 
countries. 
With reference to the fourth 
proposition, the Commission says that it 
has been urged with much force to recom­ 
mend the establishment of a new execu­ 
tive department of the Government, simi­ 
lar to the Board of Trade of England, with 
a member of the Cabinet for its head, to 
which shall be committed the carc and ar­ 
rangement of our foreign commerce.

January 8th.—The 
findings of Justice Rttmsey in the cele­ 
brated case of 11. B. (Tallin A Co., of New 
York, against Daniel Gordon were filed to­ 
day. The plaintiffs recovered judgment 
nearly a year ago against Daniel Gordon, a 
large dry-goods dealer, for $200,000. The 


execution issued was returned wholly u n -! 
satisfied in December, 1883, Gordon having 
made a general assignment to Abraham E. 
Wolff. 
Among the preferences was the 
claim of Mary Gordon, his wife, of about 
$5,00<>, for services alleged to have been ren­ 
dered. The Judge finds that the assignor 
was not indebted to her, but that she owed 
him, and that the preference was made to 
defraud ; lie also found thai W olff has in 
his hands about $200,000, and was not a 
party to the fraudulent intent of the as­ 
signor. 
The assignment is set aside and 
the plaintiffs are directed to be paid the 
amount of the judgment and costs of the 
action. 
A referee lias been appointed to 
take the amount of the moneys which has 
come into the assignee's bands. 
T h e H o u s to n a u il T e x a s C e n tra l R a ilro a d 
M a tte r. 
New Y ork, January 8th.—The Times 
says : Rumors and denials kept the bank­ 
ers and brokers of Wall street in a feverish 
state of excitement yesterday. For an hour 
or two after the Stock Exchange was opened 
the anxiety was intense. 
The default in 
the January interest of the bonds of the 
Houston and Texas Central gave rise to 
some anxious talk about C. P. Huntington. 
The price of Central Pacific stock went 
down in the Stock Exchange 2 per cent. 
Huntington is on his way home from 
Texas, but there were many wealthy con­ 
servative men in W all street who made 
haste to express confidence in bis solvency 
and ability to take care of himself. At the 
office of Huntington the mischievous re­ 
ports were scouted, and an invitation was 
extended to all persons having bills against 
him to call and get their money. 
The Journal o f Coinmrrce says: Coupons 
from the tirst mortgage bonds of the Hous­ 
ton and Texas Central, maturing January 
1st, are advertised to be sold and assigned 
to the Southern Development Company, 
which takes the place of the bondholders 
as the owner of the defaulted tirst mort­ 
gage obligations of the road. The South­ 
ern Development Company is supposed to 
consist largely of Huntington, but in the 
absence of any information as to the object 
of the proceeding, some of the bondholders 
are alarmed, and Houston A Co.. of Broad­ 
way, have called a meeting in Mills’ build­ 
ing, Saturday, to consider plans for protec­ 
tion. J. A. Cisco, a Director of the road, 
was yesterday asked to explain the object 
of the proceedings, but said he was entirely 
ignorant of it and referred the inquirer to 
Huntington, or to on.- of his principal stilt 
ordinates, who was afterwards seen. This 
official said the only explanation he could 
give was of a conjectural nature. The 
company had not the money to pay the 
coupons' itself, and the arrangement he 
supposed to be intended to save the bond­ 
holders from going without their interest. 
The road, be said, had suffered severely 
during the year front floods, competition 
and adverse' legislation, and its earnin 
had been light. 
The Journal of Commerce further says : 
The matter lias excited a great deal of 
attention in financial circles, anil sharp 
comment is heard on the supposed object 
of the proceedings, concerning which con­ 
jecture is very busy. 
New York, January 8tli.—A World’s re 
porter lias interviewed a prominent mein 
her of the Stock Exchange, who said : 
"it 
is my opinion that there are a number of 
large houses which must go to the wall. 
They belong to the crash of last May in 
reality, and should have surrendered then. 
As far as Huntington is concerned, be is 
one of the ablest financiers in this country. 
He is the brains of that small syndicate 
that out of a capital of less than half a 
million created immense fortunes by build­ 
ing the Central Pacific. H e lias realized 
the dream of the greatest capitalists of the 
age, namely, a Transcontinental system 
from New York to the Pacific under one 
control. While Vanderbilt and Gould have 
been dreaming and talking about this, 
Huntington has been quietly at work ac­ 
complishing it. 
Whether Huntington is 
now cramped for ready money i do not 
know, but I should not wonder if be were. 
A few years ago he hail an immense, sum of 
money at his command, but he itas been 
constructing new roads, buying expensive 
properties, and otherwise engaged in enter­ 
prises licit require a great deal of money. 
The most unfavorable feature of the situa­ 
tion. as far as Huntington is concerned, is 
that the Houston and Texas Central has 
defaulted on its coupons. 
If that road has 
been unable to meet its interest, what shall 
be said of the other Texas roads, whose in­ 
terest charges are immense? 
No holder of 
Houston bonds should sell the coupons to 
the Development ( ompany unless they sell 
the bonds also. 
By selling the coupons 
they part with all their rights, as the hold­ 
ers of coupons have the first lien on the 
road. 
At Huntington’s office it was said, 
in relation to these coupons, that the roaJ 
was temporarily unable to meet its interest 
because of the largo construction expenses, 
and that the Southern Development Com­ 
pany had agreed to advance the money, 
taking the coupons as security. This is 
merely a convenience to the bondholders. 
Huntington, no doubt, would be glad if the 
privilege were not availed of.”

ISTEKSTATE COMMERCE. 


T ex t o f th e B ill l ’a sseil b y *he H o u se o f 
R ep resen ta tiv es.

W ashington. January 8th.—Following 
is the text of the interstate commerce bill, 
as it passed the House to-day: 
Be it enacted, etc., That is shall oe un­ 
lawful for a person or persons, engaged 
alone or associated with others, in the 
transportation of property by railroad, or 
bv pipi: line, or lines irom o n eb tate or 
Territory to or through one or more other 
States or Territories of the I nited States, 
or to or from any foreign country, directly 
or indirectly, to charge to or receive from 
anv person or persons any greater or less 
rate or am ount oi lreiglit compensations or 
reward than it bv him or them charged to 
or received from any other person or per­ 
sons for like and contemporaneous service 
in carrying, receiving, delivering, storing 
or handling the same. 
All charges for 
such services shall be reasonable, and any 
person or persons having purchased a 
ticket for passage from one .State to another, 
or paid the required fare, shall receive 
the same 
treatm ent, 
and be offered 
equal 
facilities 
and 
accommodations, 
as are furnished all other persons holding 
tickets of the same ciass, w ithout discrim i­ 
nation ; hut nothing in this Act shall be 
construed to denv to railroads the right to 
provide separate accommodations for pas­ 
sengers as thev may deem best for the pub­ 
lic comfort and safety, or to relate to trans­ 
portation relating to points wholly w ithin 
the lim its of one S tate; provided, that no 
discrim ination is made on account of race 
or color, and that furnishing separate ac­ 
commodations, with equal facilities and 
equal comforts, 
at the 
same charges, 
shall not be considered a discrim ina­ 
tion ; 
nor shall any railroad company, 
or its officers, charge to or receive from any 
person w ho is to be conveyed from one 
State or Territory into another, any sum 
exceeding three cents per m ile for the dis­ 
tance traveled by such person, and all per­ 
sons engaged as aforesaid shall furnish, 
without discrim ination, the sam e facilities 
for carriage, receiving, delivering, storage 
and handling all property of like character 
carried by him <>r them , and shall perform 
with equal expedition the sam e kind of 
services connected w i'h the contem porane­ 
ous transportation thereof as aforesaid. No 
break, 
stoppage 
or interruption, 
nor 
any contract, agreem ent or understanding 
shall be made to prevent the carriage of 
any property from being treated as one 
continuous carriage, in the m eaning of this 
Act, from the place of shipm ent to the 
place of destination, unless such stoppage, 
interruption, contract, arrangem ent or u n ­ 
derstanding was made in good faith for 
some practical and necessary purpose,w ith­ 
out any intent to avoid or interrupt such 
continuous carriage, or to evade any pro­ 
visions of this Act. 
Section 2. T hat it shall be unlaw ful for 
any person or persons engaged in the trans­ 
portation of property as aforesaid, directly 
or indirectly, to allow any rebate, drawback 
or other advantage, in any form, upon ship­ 
ments made or services rem it red as afore­ 
said by him or them . 
Section ii. T hat it shal' be unlaw ful for 
any person or persons engaged in carriage, 
receiving, storage or handling property, as 
mentioned in tiie lirst section of this Act, 
to enter into any combination, contract or 
agreement, by changes of schedule, car­ 
riage in different cars, or by any other 
means, w ith intent to prevent the carriage 
ol such property from being continuous 
from the place of shipm ent to the place of 
destination, w hether carried on one or sev­ 
eral railroads, and it shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons carrying property as 
aforesaid, to enter into any contract, agree­ 
m ent or com bination for pooling freight, or 
to pool freights with different and compet­ 
ing railroads, or to divide between them 
the aggregate or net proceeds of the com ­ 
ings of such railroads or any portion of 
them. 
Section 4. T hat it shall be unlaw ful for 
any person or persons engaged in the trans­ 
portation of property, as provided in the 
first section of this Act, to charge or receive 
any greater compensation for a sim ilar 
am ount and kind of property for carrying, 
receiving, storing, forwarding or handling 
the sam e for a shorter than for a longer 
distance, which includes the shorter on 
any one railroad or pipe and road of the 
corporation shall include all the roads or 
pipe lines in use by such corporation, 
w hether owned or operated by it under con­ 
tract. agreem ent or lease by such corpora­ 
tion. 
Section Ó. That ali persons engaged in 
carrying property, as provided in th e first 
section o f tiiis A ct. shall adopt and keep 
poster! up. schedules w hich shall plainly 
state: First, th e different kinds and classes 
o f property to be carried ; 
second, th e dif­ 
ferent places betw een w hich such property 
shall he tarried : third, th e rates ot freight 
and prices of carriage betw een such places, 
and for all services, connected w ith receiv­ 
ing, delivery, loading, unloading', storing 
or h andling th e sam e, and account for

which are m any, viz.: Illicit fishing during 
the close season; loss of salmon In the 
tules ; consum ption by seals and sea-lions. 
w hich follow the fish from the Golden Gate 
to Rio V ista; the different kind of aquatic 
birds, 
which 
are 
num erous 
and 
very 
destructive 
to 
the. young 
of 
all kinds of fish as they are descend­ 
ing from the spaw ning grounds to the 
ocean; 
dams 
and other 
obstructions 
near the spaw ning grounds. 
These are the 
principal difficulties over which the Com 
missioners have no control except as to the 
first. They have exercised their power to 
abate the evils of illicit fishing, bu t owing 
to the lim ited m eans at their command 
have been unttble to stam p it out. 
During 
theseason of 1383 the Commissioners placed 
a patrol upon the rivers and bays, which 
had a very wholesome effect. 
The m arked increase in salmon caught in 
the last few years is on account of the de­ 
m and from the canneries. D uring the 
heavy ru n in former years, the fishermen 
did not work more than one-tldrd of the 
tim e. The canneries take the most of the 
catch from the 1st of April to the loth of 
July, and from the 1st of September to the 
m iddle of October. The fishermen work 
most of the tim e, say eighteen hours of the 
twenty-four. 
It is necessary for the Commission to 
plant as m any young salmon as can be 
procured, at the headwaters of the .Sacra­ 
mento, in order to keep up the supply. 
Owing to the breaking of the water-wheel 
of the United States hatchery oil t lie Mc­ 
Cloud river, and to other causes, the supply 
of young fish was cut short in the year IS,s.'} 
more titan 3,000,000. 
It will be necessary 
for the California Commissioners to plant 
not less than 4,000.000 young ii-lt each year 
in order to meet the heavy drain continu­ 
ally going on. 
The large dem ands that came from the 
packing houses in the year 1880, caused an 
unusual am ount of fish to be taken. During 
this season, which has been an unusually 
short one, the am ount of fresh salmon, 
which has been packed, am ounts to 451,057 
spring salm on and 100,542 fall salmon, ag­ 
gregating 7,349,998 pounds. 
T he am ount 
of fresh spring sahuon sold in the m arkets 
was 115.004, and of fall run 52,902, aggre­ 
gating 2,235,084 pounds. Total num ber of 
pounds sold anu canned in the year 1883, 
9,585,072 pounds. These statistics do not 
include 00,000 or more caught above Sacra­ 
m ento city. In order to meet ibis immense 
drain, it will be necessary to have at least 
one hatching house belonging to the State 
on the Little .Sacramento, or the McCloud, 
or Pit rivers. 
From the fifteenth day of October, 1883, 
until the first day of January. 1884, the run 
of salmon was very good, and especially in 
the m onth of January, as there were more 
caught during that m onth of w hat is termed 
the w inter run, than in years past. The 
cause was probably on account of the stage 
of the river, which was extrem ely low for 
th at season of the year. The spring run 
was retarded in consequence o f the low 
water, and no considerable am ount of fish 
was caught until after the 2uth of March. 
The outlook for a heavy run early in the 
season was not promising, there being less 
fish observed outside the bay o f San Fran­ 
cisco than fur a num berof years preceding. 
The decrease of salmon in the McCloud 
river in 1883 was caused by the continual 
blasting on the line of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad above Redding; this caused the 
fish to stop below the United States hatch­ 
ery at Bairds, only allowing very few fish 
toascend to their spaw ning grounds. 
It 
was a cause that could not he avoided. 
Livingstone Stone, the Deputy United 
States Fish Commissioner for this coast, 
did all in his power to catch as m any fish 
as would till his contract w ith the Commis­ 
sioners of this State (4,000,000., but did not 
succeed by about 3,000,000. The» '■.mmission- 
ers desire not less than 4,o00,(KiO each year in 
order to keep up the supply and to increase 
the num ber. 
The dem and is increasing 
every year, and, unless the num ber of 
young 'fish can be increased, our run of 
salmon will he less every year. 
In the 
year 1883 there were caught not less than 
300,000 more than th e Commission planted. 
A considerable num ber of salmon spawn 
in different streams, quite a large propor­ 
tion running into the .Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers: and, in fact, we feel as­ 
sured that m ost of the fall run of salmon 
never reach the McCloud, but deposit their 
va upon the bars between Colusa and 
led Bluff. 
The pack of salmon on the Sacramento 
for the year 1884 will fall short fully one- 
half from that of the year 1883, although 
more than ordinary exertions have been 
made by the fishermen to obtain them. 
The ’Commissioners in their report of 
1878-9 predicted a heavy run of fish in the 
Sacramento river for the years 1883 and 
l " i , but, for the various causes mentioned, 
their oredictions have not, been fulfilled. 
The fall run of salmon of 1~>4 has been 
the lightest that was ever known in the 
memory of the oldest fisherman. On the 
first and second days of Septem ber the run 
was not as heavy as it should have been 
during the sam e days in the m onth of Oc­ 
tober. There is no cause known to the 
Commission for the m arked decrease in the 
fall run this year, as the fall fish have in ­ 
variably taken care of themselves. 
The principal fresh-watcr food fish of the 
State are the salmon, Truckee trout, chub, 
(like, dace, mullet, Carp, sturgeon, cattish 
and bullheads, whitelish. shad anil striped 
I lass. 
The salt-water food fish are rock 
cod or groupe, hay fish, eels, black bass and 
lobsters. 
Tl.e present Commissioners have used 
earnest endeavors to protect the fish inter­ 
est from the unlaw ful raids made by un­ 
principled fishermen during the dose sea­ 
son, by em ploying and placing a patrol 
on the various havs and watercourses of 
ibis State, which action has re.-ulted in 
great benefit. 
During the m onth of Au­ 
gust. 1 '53, the Commission caused tiie ar- 
:cst of thirtv-six violators of the fish laws, 
cific'lv Greeks and Italians; all were con­ 
victed and fined. D uring the m onths of 
September and October, 1883. forty-tight 
i him se were arrested for violating the pro- 
\ i-ions of Section i>3(5 of the I’enal Code, hv 
fishing with set-ncts, and in nearly all cases 
convictions were obtained. 
The Legis­ 
lature should pass a very stringent law pro­ 
hibiting the use of set-nets, w hether for 
catching of shrim p or fish; shrim p nets 
c-1 .erial I v are more destructive to the young 
o! all varieties-of fish than any other nets 
used, from the fact that while the fisher­ 
men, who are fishing for the m arket, use 
nets that will catch nothing but m arketable 
lish, on the other hand, those parties who 
catch shrim ps have their nets made of so 
! small-sized mesh Hint it is impossible for 
j the young of any kind to escape therefrom, 
i thereby catching and destroying immense 
mlv wav 
a vote 
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etc., as they are destructive to the young of 
all kinds of fish. 
The Commission would advise that a 
law be passed to prohibit the use of any 
weir, pound, bag net, China trout line, set 
nets, and all other contrivances, in the pub­ 
lic waters of this State, w ith the exception 
of the fyke nets, and providing that the 
wings thereof do not extend more than 
twenty-five feet into the stream from the 
bank or sh o re; also, to enact such laws as 
will prohibit the Indians from taking any 
kind of fish by any other m ethod than was 
in use by them prior to 1850. 
The California Commission call upon the 
next Legislature to m ake appropriations for 
two hatcheries—one for the purpose of 
hatching trout and keeping the sam e in 
proper ponds until they become at least 
four m onths old, and á hatchery for the 
breeding of salm on on the headwaters of 
the Sacram ento river. 
W ithout 
these 
hatcheries the Commission will be unabie 
to keep up the supply. 
The dem and now 
exceeds the supply by more than 100,000 
m atured salmon. 
The California Commis­ 
sioners havé been dependent upon the 
United States Commission for all salmon 
supplies, and we can no longer look for fish 
in that direction. Because California sal­ 
mon do not thrive well in A tlantic waters 
is the reason why the U nited States Com­ 
missioners have discontinued their work at 
tiie McCloud R iver hatchery. 
D uring the past year the Deputy Fish 
Commissioner arrested and convicted 93 
violaters of the law, and collected $2,000 in 
fines. 
In his report Treasurer Dibble says: In 
order to protect and increase the lish in­ 
dustry. 1 suggest that an appropriation of 
$3,000 he solicited from the ensuing Legis- 
ture, to enable the Fish Commissioners to 
purchase a swift steam launch, by m eans of 
which the Commission and its patrol u n ­ 
successfully pursue, overtake, arrest and 
bring to punishm ent all violators of the fish 
laws, and to drive tlie Chinese and other 
offenders from our bays and rivers. 
1 further suggest that the State appro­ 
priate $10.1400, to be expended by the Board 
of Fish Commissioners in the establish­ 
ment and construction of a .State salmon 
hatchery—the hatchery to be erected a ta n 
available site on one of the tipper tribu­ 
taries of the Sacramento river. The hatcli- 
erv should have a hatching capacity of 
<5,600,000, with am ple storage reservoirs for 
the safety of the young fry until, by size, 
they can protect themselves front the de­ 
vouring large fish. 
It is reported by the 
U nited States Fish 
Commissioner that 
from September. 1873, to November. 1882, 
18,337.000 young salmon were released from 
the I 'ittted States hatchery into the Mc­ 
Cloud river, a tributary of tiie Sacramento. 
W hilst I have m uch reason to question the 
statem ent as to numbers, 1 fully appreciate 
the obligation of our citizens to the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States and her 
Commissioners for a very generous and 
valuable supply. 
The General Govern­ 
m ent having practically, if not positively, 
abandoned till work of supply in the direc­ 
tion mentioned, the State m ust do it or 
lose the salmon. 
In m y judgm ent this branch of fish cult­ 
ure dem ands im m ediate and active atten­ 
tion of the Commission and the Legisla­ 
ture. 
I further suggest that a “ boat license 
law 
he enacted, requiring all persons and 
parties known as m arket or cannery fisher­ 
men, and those engaged in catching fish to 
dry. salt, or transport, t» pay a license tax 
upon each boat used by them in their voca­ 
tion. Such law will have the approval of 
the law-abiding fishermen. 
I further suggest tiiat the State appropri­ 
ate for the 37th fiscal year $7,000, and for 
the 38th fiscal year $6,000, and that a spe­ 
cial appropriation of about $1,000 be made 
to cover the deficiencies of the 35th and 
36th fiscal years.
